T His Letter being ended, he ſtudied how it might be conneyed, 

knowing it to be no leſſe perrillous to truſt thoſe hee knewe 
not in ſo weightte a caſe, then difficult fo2 himſelfe to haue oppoꝛ⸗ 
tunitie to deliuer it in ſo ſuſpitious a cõpanie: At 8 laſt, taking out 
of his cloſſet a faire Pomgranat, and pulling all the kirnels out of 
it, he wꝛapped his Letter in it, cloſing the toppe of it finelp, that it 
could not be perceived, whether Nature againe had knit it of pur⸗ 
poſe to further him, oꝛ his arte had ouertome Natures cunning, 
Thrs Pomgranat he toke, being himſelfe both meſſenger of his 
Letter, and the Maiſter, and inſinuating himſelfe into the compa⸗

Liuer, then a Pomgranat, which if it be true, Jam glad that J 
came in ſo good time with a medicine, (ing you were in ſo ill a 
time ſurpꝛiled with your maladie: and verilie this will J ſap, that 
there is not one kirnell, but it is able both to eaſe your paine, and 
to double pour pleaſure, and with that hee gaue it to her, deſiring 
that as ſhe felt the woꝛking of the potion, ſo ſhe would conſider of

Camilla with a ſmiling countenaunce, ncither ſuſpecting the 
craft noꝛ the conueier, annſwered him with theſe thanks. 

I thanke you Gentleman, as much foz your counſell as pour 
turteſie, and if your cunning be aunſwerable to either of them, A 
will make you amends foz all them: yet J will not open ſo faire 
afraite as this is, vntill J feele the paine that Jſomuch feare. As 
you pleaſe quoth Philautus,yet if euerie moꝛning you take one kir⸗ 
nell, it is the way to pꝛeuent your diſeaſe, and me thinks that you 
ſhould be as carefall to wozke meanes befoze it come, that you 
haue it not, as to vſe meanes to expell if when you haue it. | 

J am content, aunſwered Camilla, to trie your Phiſick , which 
as J know it can do mee no great harme, ſoit may do mee much 
good, 

In kruth ſaid one of the Gentlewomen then pꝛeſent, J percciue 
this Gentleman is not onelie canning in Philicke, but alſo verie 
carefall foꝛ his patient. 

It behwueth (quoth Philautus) that hee that miniſtreth to a La⸗ 
die, be as deſirous of her health, as his owne credite,foz that there 
redoũdeth moze pꝛaiſe to the Phiſition p hath a care to his charge, 
then to him that hath onelie a ſhew of his Art. And J truſt Camil- 
la wil better accept of the god wil J haue to rid her of her diſeaſe, 
then the gift, which mult wozke the effec. 

Dtherwiſe quoth Camilla, J were verie much to blame, know - 
ing that in manie the behauiour of the man bath w2ought moze 
then the fozce of the medicine, Foz J woulde alwaies haue my 
Phiſition 
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Phiſition of a cheerfull countenannce, plcaſanttie conteited, and 
well p2opoztioned : that hee might haue his ſharpe potions mixed 
with ſweet counſaile, and his ſower dzuggs mittigated with mer⸗ 
rie diſcourſes. And this is the cauſe that in olde time they painted 
the God of Phiſtcke , not like Saturne, but Aſculapius of a good 
complexion, fine wit, and excellent conſtitution. Foz this J know 
by experience, though J be but young to learne, and haue not often 
bene icke, that the ſight of a pleaſa d quick-wittcd Philitt- 
on, hath remoued that frommy hart with ta ke, that he could not 

with all his Treacle. 

That might well be, aunſwered Philautus, foz the man that 
wꝛought the cure, did perchaunce cauſe the diſeaſe, and ſo ſecrete 
might the griefe be,that none conld heale you but he that hurt yon 
neither was your hart to be eaſed with any inward potion, but by 
ſome outward perſwaſion : and then it is no meruaile if the mint- 
firing of a few wozds were moze auailable then Methzidate. 

Well Gentleman, ſaid Camilla, J will neither diſpute in Phi⸗ 
ſicke wherein J haue no ſkill, neither aunſwere pou fo pour leaſt 
ſurmiſes which you ſeeme to leuell at, but thanking you once a⸗ 
gaine both foz pour gift and god will, wee will vſe other commn- 
nication, not fozgetting to alke foz your friend Euphues, who hath 
not long time bene where hee might haue bene welcommed at 
all times, and that he came not with you at this time, wee both 
maruaile, and would faine know, 

This queſtion ſo earneſtlie aſked of Camilla, and ſo bardly fo be 
anſwered of Philautus, nipped him in the head, notwithſtanding, 
leaſt he ſhould ſeeme by long ſilence to incurre ſome ſuſpition, hee 
thought a bad excuſe better then none at all, ſaying, that Euphues 
was now a dates become ſo ſtudious, (02 as he tearmed it, ſupers . 
ſtitious) that he could not himſelfe ſo much as haue his companie. 
Belike, quoth Camilla, he either eſpied ſome newe faultes in the 
women of England, whereby hee ſeeketh to abſent himſelfe, oz 
ſome old haunt that will cauſe him to ſoile himſelfe. Not ſo, aun- 
ſwered Philautus, and pct that it was ſaid fo, J will tell him. 

Thus after much conference, many queſtions, and long time 
ſpent, Philautus foke his leaue, andbeeing in his Chamber, we 
will there leaue him , with ſuch cogitations as they commonlie 
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haue, that eyther attend the ſenfence of life o2 death at the barre,

à miſchiefe, choſing rather to cut the off ſhozt by rigour, then to 
giue thee any iote of hope by ſilence, Greene ſozes are to be dzeſ-

ell to none that deſerue ill. Their aduerſaries they truſt not, that 
ſheweth their wiſedom, their enemies they feare not, that argueth 
their courage. They are not apt to pꝛofer iniuries, no? fit to take 
any : loth to pick quarrels, but longing to reuenge them. 
Actiue thep be in all thinges, whether it bee to wzaſtle in the 
games of Olimpia. oʒ to fight at Barriers in Paleſtra, able to carry 
as great burthens as Milo, of ſtrength to thꝛow as big- ſtones as 
Turnus, and what not, that either man hath done oz may doe, woz⸗ 
thy of ſuch Ladies, and none but they, and Ladies willing to haue 
ſuch Loꝛds, and none but ſuch. This is a glaſſe fo2 youth in Grees 
and Jtaly, beholde it Ladies and Lo2ds all, that either meane to 
bane piety, vſe bꝛauer p, increaſe beauty,oz that deũre temperancy, 
chaſt ity, wit, wiſedom, valour, oz any thing that map delight pour

can ncuer pull at. When Alexander had tommaunded that none 
Gould paint hun but Appelles, none carue him but Lyſippus, nons 
engraue bim but Pergotales, Pharraſius framed a table, ſquarcd 
ecucry way two hund2eth fote, which in the bozders he trimmed 
with freſh colours, and limmed with fine gold, leaving all the o⸗ 
ther rome without knot oz line: which table he pꝛeſented to A+» 
lexander, who no leſſe meruailing at the bignes then at the bares 
nes, demaunded to what end hee gaue him a frame without face, 
being ſo naked, and without faſhivn being ſo great? Pharraſius 
aunſwercd him, Let it be lawfull foz Pharaſius O Alexander, to 
Gewe a table wherein hee would paint Alexander, if it were not 
valawfall, e foz others to ſquare Timber, though Lyſippus carue 
it, and foz all to caſt Bꝛaſſe, though Pergotales ingraue it. Alex- 
ander perteiuing the good minde of Pharraſius, pardoned his bold⸗ 
nes, and pꝛeferred his Art: yet enquiring why hee framed the tas 
ble ſo big, he anſwered that he thought that frame to be but little 
enough foꝛ his picture, when the whols woꝛld was to lil tle foz his 
perſon, ſaying : that Alexander muſt as well be pzaiſed as pain- 
ted, and that all his vidozics and vertucs, were not tobe dzawns 
in the compaſſe of a Signet, but in a ficld, 

This Satire Alecander both likes and rewarded, inſomuch 
as it was lawfull euer after foz Pharraſius both to pꝛaiſe that nos 
ble Bing, t to paint him. In like manner 3 hope that though it be 
not requiſite, that any ſhould paint their Yzince in England, thaf 
cannot lufficientip perfect her, pet it hal not be thought raſhneſſe 
oz rudenes, ſoꝝ Euphues to frame a table foz Elizabeth, though he 
pꝛeſume not to paint her. Let Appelles ſhew his fine Art, Fuphues 
w ill manifeſt his faithlull hart, the one can but pzoue his conceite 
to baze his cunning, the other his god will to grinde his colours: 
het hat whetteth the toles is not to be miſliked though he cannot 
carue the Image: the woꝛme that (pinneth the ſilke is to be eſt⸗ 
med, though ſhe cannot wozke the Sampler : they that fell Tims 
ber fo2 ſhips,are not to be blamed becauſe they cannot build ſhips, 
Ye that carrieth the $Þozter farthcreth the building, though be be 
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no expert Maſon, hee that diggeth the garden is to be conſidered, 
though he cannot tread the knots ; the Goldſmithes boy muſt haue 
bis wages foz blowing the fire, though he cannot faſhion þ ic wel. 
Then Ladies J hope poze Euphues ſhall not be reuiled though he 
deſerue not to be rewarded. 

Z will ſet downe this Elizabeth as neere as J tan: And it may 
be, that as the Venus of Appelles not finiſhed, the Trindarides of 
Nichomachus not ended, the Medea of Timomachus not perfected, 
the table of Pharraſius not coloured,bzonght greater deſire fothem 
to conſumate them, and to others to ſe them: ſo the Elizabeth of 
Euphues being but ſhadowed fo others to varniſh, but begun foz 

*gthers to end, but dzawne with ablacke coale foz others to blaze 
with a bzight colour, may wozke either a deſiretn Euphues here- 
after ifhe line to end if,o2 a mind in thoſe that are better able to a- 
mend it,02 in all, it none can wozk it, a wil to wiſh it. Jn the mean 
ſeaſon, J ſay as Zeuxes did, when hee had dzawne the Picture of 
Attalanta, moze will enute me then imitate me. and not commend 
it, though they connot amendit. Be t I come tomyCngland, 

There was foz a me ciuill wars in the Country, by rea- 
fon of ſeuerall claimes to the Crowne, betwene the two famous 
and noble houſes of Lancaſter and Yorke, epther of them pzeten⸗ 
ding tobe of the Royall bloode, which cauſed them both to ſpende - 
their vitall blod : theſe tarres continued long, not without great 
loſſe, both to the Nobilitic and communaltie,who ioyning not in 
one, but diners parts, turned the Realme to great ruine, having 
almoſt deſtroied theyz Country befoze they could annoint a Ring.

had rather not know the names of Rebcls, then haue occalion ta
